ONB-CENT POSTAGE AND OTHER PRO¬ 
POSED REFORMS. 

One of the most important of the numerous 
postal reform bills now pending before Congress 
is that providing for the reduction of letter 
postage throughout the country from two cents 
to one. Although public sentiment is naturally 
strongly in favor of this measure, there is very 
little chance of its adoption for some time to 
come, as the estimate given to the Committee on 
Post-Offices by the Department is that the loss 
in such a reduction on the estimated business for 
the present fiscal year would be $22,742,859. 
There is no doubt some weight to the argument 
that the diminished letter rate would materially 
increase the amount of business, but the deficit in 
any case would be too serious to incur in the pres¬ 
ent state of the Treasury. As a compromise meas¬ 
ure it is urged that one-cent postage might at 
least be established for the larger cities where the 
revenues are now greatly in excess of the ex¬ 
penses; but this does not solve the question. The 
surplus revenues from the great cities help to 
transport the mails over routes thousands of 
miles long, where otherwise letters could not be 
taken for two cents, and the reduction of these 
revenues, with the increased business necessari¬ 
ly resulting from diminished rates, would prove 
a source of constantly growing expense. Besides 
this objection, two different rates of postage in 
the same place would entail unavoidable delays, 


mistakes and losses, and disturb the uniformity 
of rates now established in this country—a con¬ 
venience that should not be disturbed. 

The limitation of one-cent postage to large 
cities would also be a source of continual dissatis¬ 
faction to those not included among the favored,, 
and there would be perpetual efforts to extend 
the limits, and constant tinkering at the postal 
system until the one-cent rate became universal. 
Sooner or later this desired change is inevitable,, 
and the wisest course is not to make it partial 
and incomplete, but to wait until it can be safely 
made general throughout the country. 

Several bills relating to proposed changes in 
the postal service have been submitted to the 
two Committees on Post-Offices in the two 
branches of Congress, by the Postmasters’ Con¬ 
ference Committee, recently in session in Wash¬ 
ington. This conference represented one-half of 
the postal business of the country, and the changes 
recommended by its members come from men with 
a thorough practical knowledge of the needs of the 
postal service. One of the bills prepared by the 
committee, as already noted by us, proposes to 
restrict advertising sheets and certain classes of 
books from transmission through the mails as 
second class rpatter. It is claimed that second- 
class matter rates were originally intended to 
cover newspapers, periodicals, etc., and that the 
transmission of circulars, advertisements, annuals, 
and the mass of other matter now sent in this 
way is against the intention of the law, and is 
a source of great loss to the Government. 
Another bill provides for fractional currency 
postal notes of fixed denomination up to one 
dollar, thus obviating the present necessity of 
sending fractional sums through the mails either 
in postage-stamps or by means of coin. A meas¬ 
ure which should certainly receive favorable 
consideration proposes to indemnify the send¬ 
er of registered matter lost in the mails. The 
Government charges an extra fee for registered 
matter, which guarantees its safe transmission 
and delivery. If such matter, however, is now 
lost, the sender has no remedy. 

A number of other measures were recom¬ 
mended to the attention of Congress, some of 
which have already been submitted. Those 
which are generally known are the bills relating 
to the postal telegraph, the postal telephone, the 
postal savings bank, and pneumatic tube trans¬ 
mission. The committee remained in constant 
session for ten days, and its labors will un¬ 
doubtedly result in some much-needed reforms 
in the postal-service system.

THE ALDINE’S LOAN EXHIBITION OF 
BOOK-COVERS AND PAINTINGS. 

The Aldine Club, New York, gave an exhi* 
bition of oil and water-color paintings, loaned 
by New York artists, and of modern cloth and 
leather book-covers, from March 26 to Thursday, 
March 31. The catalogue was a charming bit 
of press-work, with a frontispiece taken from 
Harding’s etching of the bookbinder and virtuoso, 
Roger Payne, of London (1739-97), published in 
March, 1800, at the expense of Thomas Payne. 
The bibliophile is shown in ragged coat and torn 
trousers putting a bound volume in the clamps of 
a press. 

The artists represented were Worthington 
Whittredge, G. H. Smillie, Edgar M. Ward, 
J. C. Nicoll, J. B. Bristol, S. J. Guy, E. W. 
Perry, W. H. Beard, M. F. H. de Haas, Kruse- 
man van Etten and W. S. Horton. Large ex¬ 
hibits of book-covers were made by D. Appleton 
& Co., Charles Scribner’s Sons, Harper & Broth¬ 
ers, Houghton, Mifflin & Co., Dodd,Mead & Co , 
Cassell Publishing Co., E. P. Dutton & Co., Henry 
Holt & Co., Macmillan & Co., Little, Brown & 
Co., A. C. McClurg & Co., J. B. Lippincott Co., 
A. D. F. Randolph & Co. and the F. A. Stokes 
Company. Each cover represented many hours 
of anxious thought on the part of artist, manager 
of art department and publisher. In the cases 
were the books themselves in all their colors and 
gilding; against the wall were the original designs. 
This part of the exhibition proved to the careful 
observer that in the matter of taste American 
publishers have made a great stride forward in 
the artistic quality of their wares considered 
merely as problems in bookmaking. 


MEMORIAL VOLUME OF THE CENTEN¬ 
NIAL CELEBRATION OF WASH¬ 
INGTON’S INAUGURATION. 

“ The History of the Centennial Celebration of 
the Inauguration of George Washington as First 
President of the United States,” which D. Apple- 
ton & Co. will bring out this month, is a memo¬ 
rial of the celebration held in New York City in 
the spring of 1889, and is the crowning work of 
the Citizens’ Committee, which has labored so 
earnestlv to commemorate that anniversary. 
The volume, which has been in preparation since 
1889, is a large folio of 650 pages, printed on ex¬ 
tra heavy calendered paper, bound in a cover 
designed by Greenough, and gotten up in the 
perfection of modern bookmaking. Beginning 
with the Inauguration of 1789, it contains a mi¬ 
nute account of those ceremonies, giving extracts 
from the unpublished despatches written from 
this country by the representatives of England, 
France, Spain, Holland and Sweden, now con¬ 
tained in the archives of those countries. There 
is a map of New York City in 1789, illustrations 
of the inaugural ceremonies, and portraits of all 
the personages prominent therein. A chapter is 
devoted to the semi-centennial, and the remain¬ 
der of the volume is a memorial of the New York 
Centennial celebration, with illustrations of the 
relics in the L<>an Exhibition, first and final 
drawings of the Washington Memorial Arch, and 
the names of all who took official part in the 
celebration, of the guests and subscribers to the 
banquets and balls, and of the subscribers to the 
Memorial Arch Fund. The most important 
feature of the work is its illustrations, numbering 


over seven hundred, which, with few exceptions, 
are halftones and artotypes of portraits and 
paintings never before reproduced. There are 
twenty-nine portraits of Washington, and from 
two to twenty of each of the the men and women 
prominent in official and diplomatic circles of 
1789. Benjamin Franklin, for instance, has fifty- 
three. All these are reproductions from nega¬ 
tives of the original portraits, taken in different 
parts of this country and Europe by the repre¬ 
sentatives of the committee. There are also 
excellent illustrations of the Centennial celebra¬ 
tion, from the naval parade to the Lawyers’ Club 
banquet, reproduced from official photographs. 
Historical and biographical notes to the portraits 
are appended and there is an exhaustive index. 
The work has been edited by Clarence Winthrop 
Bowen, under the auspices of a Publication Com¬ 
mittee composed of Abram S. Hewitt and Cornel¬ 
ius N. Bliss. The edition consists of one thousand 
numbered copies. One complimentary copy will 
be sent by the committee to the national Govern¬ 
ment at Washington, to each of the States and 
Territories, to the city of New York, and to 
England, France, Spain, Holland and Sweden, 
whose representatives were present at the in¬ 
auguration in 1789. 


TRIPE FOR BINDING BOOKS. 

A company has recently been incorporated in 
Newark, N. J., with a capital stock of $100,000, 
for the manufacture of membranoid. The article 
and its name are alike new. It is a fancy leather 
made from tripe—nothing else than tanned tripe, 
in fact. It is said to be very pretty and durable. 

The inventor of the process of manufacture, 
James W. Deckert, of Newark, had considerable 
trouble with the Patent Office people until he 
and they compromised on the name of the prod¬ 
uct given above. They insisted upon it previous¬ 
ly that tripe was tripe, no matter through what 
chemical processes it might have been put.

HOW TO DISPOSE OF UNSALABLE STOCK. 

New York, March 25, 1892. 

To the Editor 0/ The Publishers' Weekly : 

Dear Sir : The question that confronts the- 
retailer who desires to keep abreast of the times 
and have represented on his shelves all the new 
and live books in his particular line is where to 
put all the new books that are brought out in 
such profusion. 

This is a weighty question with the dealer 
whose space is limited, and naturally the matter 
of disposing of his unsalable stock suggests 
itself. I trust you will give a little space in your 
paper to the question, and invite discussion from 
your readers as to the best method of “ working 
off ” old stock. 

I have tried the auction-room where the books 
brought very good prices, but after the auctioneer 
deducted his little commission there was little or 
nothing left. A more satisfactory method I have 
found, is making a list of such over-stock books, 
and seeding it to other dealers with the offer to 
exchange for similar stock of theirs. In this way 
I have worked over some that 1 thought dead 
and beyond resurrection, and received in ex¬ 
change books I was obliged to buy for cash almost 
daily.

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OBITUARY NOTES. 

G. W. Pettes, author of a number of books 
on Whist, which appeared under his initials, 
4t G. W. P., died in Brookline, Mass., March 

21, aged seventy years. 

Dr. David Hayes Agnew, the celebrated 
physician and author of practical works on anat¬ 
omy, surgery, etc., died in Philadelphia March 

22, aged sixty-four years. 

Josiah D. Canning, of Gill, Mass., known as 
“ The Pleasant Bard,” died March 25, at the age 
of seventy-five. He began to write verses in 
boyhood, publishing his first volume in 1838, 
through Phelps & Ingersoll, of Greenfield. Mass. 
A second volume of poems appeared a few years 
later, and a third, entitled “ Connecticut River 
Reeds, Blown by the Pleasant Bard,” will soon 
be issued by the J. G. Cupples Company, of 
Boston. 

William Henry Harrison died suddenly at 
his home, 103 East Thirty-eighth Street, New 
York, March 25, aged 55, from heart disease, 
aggravated by a severe attack of the grip. Dur¬ 
ing the past five years he devoted his entire atten¬ 
tion to the Stuyvesant Safe Deposit Company 
and the law-book publishing house of Baker, 
Voorhis & Co., of which institutions he was presi¬ 
dent, and the Metropolitan Savings Bank, of 
which he was a trustee. He leaves a widow and 
a daughter. 

Walt Whitman, “the Good Gray Poet,”died 
on the evening of March 26, at his home, 328 
Michel Street, Camden. N. J. He was born on May 
3r, 1819, in the village of West Hills, L. I., about 
thirty miles from New York City. In 1823 his 
family removed to Brooklyn, and he was edu¬ 
cated in the public schools of Brooklyn and New 
York. In 1832 he was put in a lawyer’s office, 
then into that of a physician, and finally into a 
printing office. His tastes were literary, and in 
1846 he became editor of the Brooklyn Eagle . 
In 1855 he published his chief work, “ Leaves of 
Grass,” a series of poems, in an unconventional 
metre neither prose nor verse, dealing with moral, 
social and political problems. It provoked much 
•criticism, and, though never popular, made him 
many admirers, particularly in England and Ger¬ 
many. Whitman’s brother was wounded on the 
battlefield in 1862, during the Civil War, and the 
poet hastened to the camp to nurse him, remain¬ 
ing as volunteer nurse until 1865. From that 
time until 1874 he held a government clerkship 
in Washington. In February of 1873 he was 
attacked with paralysis, from which he never 
fully recovered. He removed to Camden two 
months later and received a severe shock, which 
brought on a relapse, from the sudden death of 
his mother in his presence. He lived in the same 
old house up to the time of his death. 

His experiences as a nurse are vividly re¬ 
counted in “ Drum Taps” (1865) and “ Memo¬ 
randa During the War” (1867). In 1870he pub¬ 
lished a volume of prose entitled “ Democratic 
Vistas ” and a volume of verse entitled “ Pas¬ 
sage to India ; ” in 1871, “ After All Not to Create 
Only;” in 1S73, “Two Rivulets;” in 1881, 
“ Sands at Seventy ; ” in 18S3, “Specimen Days 
and Collect;” in 1SS5, “November Boughs;” 
and in 1S91 a volume of prose and verses, entitled 
41 Good-By N My Fancy.” Besides the American 
issue of his works there are several English edi¬ 
tions. Ferdinand Feiligrath made translations 


into German of a number of Whitman’s poems, 
all of which are included in the final complete 
edition of the former’s works. 


NOTES ON AUTHORS. 

M. Daudet is writing a novel, the subject of 
which is gypsy caravan life. 

Hon. Carl Schurz is said to be engaged in 
writing his “ Reminiscences of Public Men and 
Events.” 

Gen. Fiiz Hugh Lee’s biography of Gen. 
Robert E. Lee, which D. Appleton & Co. have 
in preparation, will not be ready until 1893. 

Richard Malcolm Johnston has nearly com¬ 
pleted a story which may be published this sum¬ 
mer. Another book, “ Studies: Literary and 
Social,” will be issued in the fall. 

Lord and Lady Brassey are again abroad in 
the Stmbeavi , and send home lively chronicles of 
their cruise. These stray sheets, it is stated, 
will eventually form the basis of a volume on 
Morocco. 

Gen. James Longstreet, according to E. W. 
Bok, now devotes most of his time to literary 
work. The result of the winter’s work will prob¬ 
ably be a narrative embodying Gen. Longstreet’s 
experiences, to be called “ A Soldier Under Two 
Flags.” 

Some American authors of repute were recently 
asked to sanction a compilation from their works. 
In the innocence of their hearts they did consent. 
When the “anthology” appeared it turned out 
to be an advertisement of a brand of beer to 
which the extracts were ingeniously made to refer. 

Walter Besant has undertaken to write the 
introduction to a book which a select committee 
of London hospital secretaries have entrusted to 
A. Egmont Hake, to whom they have suggested 
the following topics for chapters : 1. Suffering 
London ; 2. Hospitals (a) seen from outside, (6) 
seen from inside; 3. What the hospitals do for 
the people; 4. What people do for the hospitals; 
5. London without hospitals; 6. The ordeal of 
criticism; 7. The present needs of our hospitals; 
8. What the press might do; 9. The conclusion 
of the whole matter. The work is to be of not 
fewer than 450 pages. 

“ An interesting case of literary conscience,” 
says the London AtJwiceuin , “will be found in 
the American reprint of Mr. George Moore’s last 
novel, * Vain Fortune,’ originally published in 
England by Messrs. Henry & Co. Shortly after 
the appearance of ‘ Vain Fortune,’ Charles 
Scribner’s Sons made Mr. Moore an offer for the 
right of reprinting it in America. Mr. Moore, 
not satisfied with the book as it stood, stipulated 
that he should be allowed to rewrite his novel. 
This he has done with such thoroughness that the 
first half of the narrative has been entirely 
changed, and the main interest transferred from 
the hero to the heroine. Mr. Moore considers 
his new version so much superior to the old one 
that the next English edition will be reprinted 
from the edition which has just appeared in 
America. The original English edition will 
therefore soon become a rarity.” 

The famous geographer, ElisSe Reclus, has 
just received an unusual honor from the Paris 
Geographical Society. It has long been one of 
the traditions of this society that its gold medal 
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should be awarded only to explorers who make 
discoveries of the first importance. This year 
it has deviated from its time-honored rule and 
has awarded its medal to a writer instead of to 
an explorer. The honor was given to M. Reclus 
to commemorate the approaching completion of 
his great work, “ Nouvelle Geographic Univer- 
selle.” The work is in eighteen large volumes, 
and Reclus is now at work on the last one. 
Reclus began this immense task in 187s. It is a 
monument of geographical learning, and, though 
intended for the people and written in a popular 
style, it is thoroughly scientific in spirit and 
treatment. It is an interesting fact that if it had 
not been for the intervention of Darwin and 
other great scientific men of England this greatest 
of all popular geographies would probably never 
have been written, for Reclus who is a Socialist 
in politics and who in 1871 was captured in Paris 
in the ranks of the Commune, had been con¬ 
demned to penal servitude for life in New Cale¬ 
donia, and he would never have been able to 
collect his material and write his book in that 
far-oft Pacific island. Reclus was then 41 years 
old, and was already celebrated as a geographical 
authority. The hopes of his life, all the brilliant 
promise of his literary career, seemed in a mo¬ 
ment blasted. The news of his great misfortune 
shocked the scientific men of all nations. In 
England they were prompt to act, and a petition, 
signed by all the scientific men of eminence in 
the country, was addressed to Thiers. The ap¬ 
peal was heard and the penalty of deportation 
was commuted to a sentence of perpetual banish¬ 
ment from France. Reclus has never since set 
foot upon his native soil, though the greatest 
work of his life has been brought out by Paris 
publishers. It is in Italy and Switzerland that 
he has been laboring for seventeen years on his 
“ New Universal Geography,” and the former 
political convict has produced on an average a 
volume a year, each book as large as a volume 
of the “ New American Cyclopaedia.” 


WORLD’S FAIR NOTES. 

Harper & Bros., Charles Scribner’s Sons 
and The Century Company have agreed to ex¬ 
hibit at the Fair illustrations showing the history 
of transportation in all countries. Chief Smith 
expects to secure similar exhibits from foreign 
countries and from other publishers in this coun¬ 
try. The exhibit will include reproductions of 
lithographs, original drawings and photographs. 

A circular has been issued by the committee 
of the Indiana World’s Fair commission on edu¬ 
cation, art, charities and literature calling atten¬ 
tion to its work and asking co-operation in pre¬ 
paring a creditable representation of the literary 
status of Indiana. The committee states that it 
desires a tabulated list of authors and their works 
arranged in chronological order, so as to present 
the literary development of the State from the 
time of its organization ; a tabulated list of 
Indiana journalists and journals, including re¬ 
ligious and secular publications ; a complete col¬ 
lection of books of reputable character written by 
natives or citizens of Indiana ; all books written 
about Indiana, its resources and people ; a com¬ 
plete collection of photographs of Indiana’s au¬ 
thors and journalists, and photographs repre¬ 
senting the homes of such authors, and a collec¬ 
tion of photographs of club-houses and the inte¬ 
riors of club-rooms. 


JOURNALISTIC NOTES. 

Francis P. Harper, N. Y., has started a quar¬ 
terly journal called The Bookshop, The first 
issue contains 14 pages of literary notes and mis¬ 
cellaneous items regarding books and their 
friends, as well as brief mention of new publica¬ 
tions. 

The International Bookseller (the successor to 
the Bookseller and Statio?ier ), edited by Hugh 
Craig, has just been published by N. R. Mona- 
chesi, from 33 Clinton Hall, New York. It is 
slightly smaller in size than its predecessor, and 
will be published weekly. 

The Wooden and Willow-ware Trade Review 
is a new 8-page trade paper, issued semi-monthly 
from the offices of the Cordage Trade Journal , 
containing business information, communica¬ 
tions, etc., of interest to those engaged in the 
branches of trade which the Review covers. 

Black and White is a bright little twelve-page 
journal, issued monthly for the amusement and 
edification of printers, publishers and pressmen. 
If the first number is a fair sample of future is¬ 
sues, the paper will contain much entertaining 
miscellany on printing house topics, sprinkled 
with capital illustrations. 

The Sunday-School Library Bulletin , a small 
30-page monthly periodical, has just been 
brought out. It will be devoted to the interests 
of Sunday-school libraries and librarians, contain¬ 
ing reviews of books, suggestions and advice on 
cataloguing, distribution, re-binding, etc., and 
general miscellany relating to Sunday-schooL 
work. 

Poet Lore has removed to the Estes Press 
Building, 196 Summer Street, Boston, where it is 
hereafter to be published under the same editor¬ 
ship and with the same aims and scope as before. 
The removal is mainly due, we understand, to the 
interest taken in the magazine by Mr. Dana Estes, 
and to the inducements which he held out to it 
to make the change.

Puttkammer & MOhlbrecht, Berlin, have 
just ready the twenty-fourth annual issue of 
their valuable survey of political ancjjegal litera¬ 
ture— “ Uebersicht der gesammten staats-und 
rechts-wissenschaftlichen Litteratur des Jahres 
1891 ”—comprising the twelve monthly issues of 
their A llgemeine Bibliographic der Staats - und 
Rechts-wisscnschaften , with an indrx (in one 
alphabet) to the whole, edited by Otto Mlihl- 
brecht. From the table of statistics prepared for 
this volume, covering a period of seventeen years, 
1875 to 1891, it appears that there were published 
in the departments of Political Science and Law 
in Germany (including Austria and Swiizer and), 
30,308 volumes; in France (including Belgium), 
12,378; in England and America, 8705; in Italy, 
5424; in the Netherlands, 3102; in Scandinavia 
(including Denmark, Sweden and Norway), 2413; 
in Spain, 1260; and in Russia, 39, singularly 
enough all published in one year, 1888. This 
makes a total of 63,624 works, or an average of 
9089 per \ ear for the period covered, 1884 taking 
the lead for the greatest output. In 1891 the total 
number published was 3765, of which Germany 
issued 1900; France, 652; England and America, 
497; Italy, 310; the Netherlands, 176 ; Scandi¬ 
navia, 153, and Spain, 77. There is added to 
the book a brief bibliography, by Mr. Miihl- 
brecht. of “ Die Litteratur des Entwurfs eines 
biirgerlichen Gesetzbuches fur das deutsche 
Reich.”

John Dalziell, of Plainfield, N. J., has just 
published a collection of seventeen of Krum- 
macher’s well-known parables for children, en¬ 
titled “ Strength and Beauty for Boys and 
Girls,” prettily gotten up as a gift-book. These 
parables were originally published in three vol¬ 
umes, dedicated to Queen Louisa and Princesses 
Paulina and Wilhelmina Louisa. They were 
translated from the German by % the late Prof. J. 
H. Agnew, of Philadelphia, and published in one 
volume. From his book Mr. Dalziell has com¬

F. O. C. Darley, Miss E. Matlack. W. T. Richards 
and W. L. Sheppard. It is intended to issue two 
other volumes containing the remaining para¬ 
bles in uniform style with the one now ready. 

The French publishers of Vapereau’s valuable 
4 ‘ Dictionnaire Universel des Contemporains ” 
have a new edition in preparation. It is making 
its appearance in sections, of which the first two 
are now ready. 

Eyre & Spottiswoode have in the press an 
edition of the Book of Common Prayer, ia 
which the source of each component part, and 
the date at which it was incorporated in the 
book, is stated in a marginal note. The vol¬ 
ume is designed for general use as a church or j 


school book; but those who attend classes or 
lectures, or even sermons, upon the liturgy will 
find the convenience of having the rudiments of 
this knowledge in the ordinary prayer book. 

The block in the book trade of Paris continues, 
and the publishers are bitterly complaining of the 
vast stock of unsold volumes left on their hands. 
The accumulation is so great that one of their 
number has recently made an ingenious proposi¬ 
tion to the Soci6t6 des Gens de Lettres for put¬ 
ting an end to it. The idea is to establish a 
lottery of 1,000 000 tickets at 1 f. each, the 
profits to be applied to the benevolent fund of the 
Society, and the prizes to consist of books sup¬ 
plied at the rate of 50 c. each, made up in lots, 
with a few works of art thrown in. One pub¬ 
lisher alone is prepared to offer no less than 
100,000 volumes.
